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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 1-6, 11, and 13-16 were previously requested to be cancelled. Claim 19 is 
currently being amended. No claims are being added. This amendment changes a single claim in 
this application. A detailed listing of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective 
of whether the claim(s) remain under examination in the application, is presented, with an 
appropriate defined status identifier. After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 7-10, 
12, and 17-20 are now pending in this application. 

The Examiner's preparation of an Interview Summary that includes a description of the 
substance of the telephonic interview conducted September 17, 2004 is appreciated. Applicant 
agrees with the Interview Summary prepared by the Examiner that was mailed on September 23, 
2004, including the Substance of the Interview presented on the Continuation Sheet attached to 
that Interview Summary. 

Applicant submitted on September 17, 2004 an Amendment and Reply pursuant to that 
September 1 7, 2004 telephonic interview. Applicant believes that this Amendment and Reply 
was consistent with the Interview Summary prepared by the Examiner, except with respect to 
Claim 19 as discussed below. 

Applicant's September 17, 2004 Amendment and Reply inadvertently included the 
"information display surface bearing information" limitation of Claim 13 when amending Claim 
19. Claim 19 has been amended to remove the "information display surface bearing 
information" limitation that was inadvertently included, consistent with the substance of the 
September 17, 2004 interview. Claim 20 depends directly from Claim 19 and incorporates the 
features thereof. Consequently, claims 19 and 20 should now be allowable. 
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Applicant believes that the present application should now be in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
